had been paid to employees in supplementary and extra 
compensation. 

Some years ago the General Electric organization 
came dissatisfied with the traditional method of 
wages purely on a time basis. The officials felt that this 
age-old method of paying left no incentive for skill and 
energy to show its full worth. While in some cases the time 
payment method is the only one that has so far been dis- 
covered to meet the peculiar conditions of labor, this organ- 
ization has been constantly developing more satisfactory 
ways of permitting its employees to earn in accordance with 
the results they achieve. 

It has used the direct piece-work plan and has 
evolved a number of modifications of this method of pay- 
ment, task and bonus, group incentive and others. Earn- 
ings of employees are carefully studied to identify those 
who are making the highest earnings so as to retain them 
in service and give them opportunity for earning more, 
for promotion to supervisory work. This is done because 
the company believes that its interest lies in getting the 
best and most skillful workmen and supervisors, thereby 
increasing the productiveness of its capital investment. 
This also results in cutting down the labor turnover and 
thus brings a saving in expense. 

The basic method employed is the giving of a 5 per cent. 
supplementary compensation on their actual earnings to all 
employees, not in the higher salaried positions, who have 
been with the company five years or more. This supple- 
mentary compensation is paid in cash twice a year. 

At the present time studies are being conducted to see 
if this supplementary compensation for continuous service 
can be made dependent on the profits of the company accord- 
ing to the degree in which the individual contributes to that 
prosperity. 

Employees who have reached supervisory and other im- 
portant positions in all departments, including engineering, 
administrative, manufacturing and sales, are formed into 
groups having a common interest in and responsibility for) 
the results achieved by their respective departments. The 
elements of the responsibility of each group are predeter- 
mined and are used in defining the efficiency of operation in 
a given department. Periodical reports are prepared showing 
the progress of each group, and at the end of the year the 
extra compensation fund for a given group is calculated on 
the results achieved.
